THE OXONIANS AGAIN TRIUMPHANT, 
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“Tum gallant crew thelr sweeping oars extend, 
Aud pealing shouts from shore the watchers send.

Anornenr “water Derby” is over; and the heroes of the Isis have, 
for the fourth year in succession, triumphed over the athletes of the 
Cam. <A cheering sun benignantly illumined tho occasion, and even 
Royalty itself “assisted” at Alma Mater's aquatic tournay—the twenty- 
first annual meeting of the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge. 
Indeed, Saturday last was a “red letter” day to all classes of society, 
from the Heir Apparent to the British Throne down to the river- 
steamer “call boy;” and even from John o’ Groat’s or Land’s Bnd 
came many a grave old rector to deck his button-hole with the signifi- 
cant blue ribbon, the shade of which was dictated by old college re- 
minisconces. Tho young, the old, the fair, the gay, the noble, and the 
ignoble, lined the banks of the world-famed Thames on that eventful 
morning, to witness tho trial of skill and strength between thos, 
collegians. Statesmen, too, threw off their cares fora time to be presen 
wt the contest; and never before, not even upon a Derby ora Legey 


day, did we note s0 motley a crowd, and yet so highly interesting a one 
as upon that occasion, Every grade of soctet appeared interested in 
the result. It would, however, be strange id England could look on 
the event without absorbing nterest ; for she must recognise in it 
not only the type of that manliness and love of emulative sport which 
foes to make up, in such large measure, the traditionary British cha-~ 
racter, and renders her song frresistible in earnest encounter both by 
sea and land, but it also, more eg cially, exemplifies her dominion over 
the waters, and that ardent attachment’ to watery pursuits which dis- 
ga bert? us a Europeans besides. 

ruly na# one of our greatest authorities declared that, ag long as 
England is England, till the Thames is drained away or ail arisnk ap 
whilst there is any wator left us, the same love of boating and yachting 
will live with us, and flourish in the highest excellence, That there 
is any falling off in that science which we have always upheld can 
never be hinted at by those who can see straight, and with eyes un- 
dimmed by prejudices in favour of bygone times and doings. wing 
is what it always has been, as represented at ita two illustrious 
academic homes. Of necessity it is so, the Kke earnestness in its 
pursuit being granted, Our rowing men know better than ever tHat 
thore is no royal road or short cut to excellence, and that there is but 
one code of rules with a crew destined to become first-rate. This 
certainly has struck us about our University rowing of late, that it has 
been attaining ever-widening dimensions and greater popularity, while 
at the same time there is an equal extension of the knowledge and 
appreciation of the principles which make rowing good rowing. It has 
not gono back, but gone greatly forward. This we mean—not that 
our great crews now are greater than the greatest of former years, for 
that would be impossible, and we shall never sed the Stanley's or the 
Chitty’s, the Meade Kings or the Halls surpassed, or the Caius and 
the Balliol arts of training over-shadowed ; but, rather, we trace a 
Sreater goneral science and steadiness in practising crews and teaching 
rowing. This is most important, and the result must be that there will 
be many fewer bad crews, and & much larger field of accomplished 
oarsmen from whom to choose the match crows. There are years, 
indeed, when circumstances render this task of selection peculiarly 
difficult; but it is scarcely any longer possible that unformed hands 
should be resorted to for fling up the last places in the U niversity boat, 
as we have not unfrequently seen done from necessity, The grand 
institution for rearing accomplished varsmen, is the college races, and, 
perhaps, we might my that now, with the evident pains taken with the 
junlor crews (ospecial) at Oxford, where the value of the heavy boat for 
young hands, is so wel} understood) the second and third college boats 
are equally important With the picked racing crews, with respect to their 
effects on the ultimate production of a race of instructed rowing men. 
Nothing is more remar able than. the very great care taken with the 
young hands; business-like drflling and common-sense teaching, has 
happily, taken the place of the reck ess, noisy bucketing of the wretched, 
half-terrified, windless, doubled-up, but undyingly plucky freshman, who 
used to be trotted out to the slau biee at the Pvin of the Term, for 
the diversion of some merciless old hand, regardless of human suffering, 
sitting with his eyo-glass coolly in the stern, and loudly urging on his 
victim to self-destruction. Just go down the towing path in March, 
aud watch now the quiet, steady way in which crew after crew pours 
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forth, till there is{a"continuous stream of “torpids,” from the University 
barge, down to Iffley lasher.- There is the same measured, long, 
dragging stroke to be seen in nearly all. The best man in the college, 
probably, is installed as mentor, not to amuse himself, but for the serious 
purpose of watching over his rowing nursery, then when the boats turn 
upwards for their racing practice, there is a knot of runners prepared to 
accompany every single crew, watching and aiding, by admoni- 
tions from the bank, and cheering on their men’s exertions. You 
may tell¥at once their hearts are in it, and that the doings of 
even the,“torpids” are invested with a high interest. It is right it 
should be so, for why should any one once put into an ei sht-oar be 
abandoned to his own efforts, as not worth the{trouble of teaching; and 
why, if a crew is to be taken down at all, should there be any careless 
rowing at all? We uphold that sound maxim, that ‘‘No careless 
stroke should ever be rowed in eight-oar practice,” and we gladly hail 
that goodly spectacle, now happily not uncommon, of treating all crews 
alike with a truly conscientious care. at Was formerly confined to 
a few is now ordinarily believed in and practised by the majority. The 
principles of making oarsmen and of making crews, have taken root in 
the aquatic mind, and are bearing fruits of excellence. This isa true 
satisfaction, and it is not possible to conceive that our favourite science 
should retrograde with such auspicious tokens in its favour. Rowing 
without science would be nothing, and the annual sprin display of 
matchless skill of the two Universities is only the culmination and 
collection into one point of all the earnest painstaking throughout each 
University. Besides all this, that is worth noticing as quite a feature 
of our times, there is another aspect in which so much good rowing is 
to be viewed. It is pretty plain, to any one conversant with the two 
places, that the rowing community is regarded there with very different 
eyes by the higher powers that be in these places, from those formerly 
cast on it, That section of the college used to be the dons’ dread; 
reading was not (according to their theory) to be found in that 
quarter. It was associated with supper parties and broken oaks, 
lectures forsaken, and hall empty. Now go and ask, even at a 
reading college, which set of men in it of all the sets that do anything, 
or take any decided line, are the best fellows, and the answer is the 
rowing boys. The influence of business-like boating is thankfully 
acknowledged as a means of immense good; many a man is moulded 
by it into a man who would otherwise be a muff, and many a wild spirit 
tamed down into orderliness and a creditable life by the mere hard work 
and wholesome, but‘exciting, discipline of the daily college practice. The 
fire of youth has rat it can proud of given it to spend itself in. 
And the number of crews has so immensely, increased that the larger 
part of the University may be said to be in “one way or the other 

uatic.” We aro not going to claim for rowing a superiority over all 
other English sports, for our Peres is, by profession, a kind of university 
in print for the cultivation of all sports essentially English ; but we do 
say, advisedly, that rowing takes the first place in the education of our 
patrician ‘youth, and that its importance for good results is scarcely to 
be over-estimated at our seats of learning. Still, after considering how 
rowing is conducted at these its head-quarters, there comes the great 
public issue of it all in the shape of that most absorbing spectacle, the 
match between Cam and Isis. There is, we suppose, not a village in 
the kingdom in which this event does not interest somo one. Cer- 
tainly not one among the hosts of University men that have 
ever handled an oar, now to be found scattered up and down over 
the whole face of the land, can“pass this day’s intelligence unnoticed, or 
without a wish to receive our authentic record of the doings of those 
parties, to one or other of which he is gure to incline his heart. The 
parsons in the cour chaff one another when they meet in a week or 
two's time, with, ‘ Well, so wedid it for you this turn!” ag though they 
had been on the towing-path upon the eventful morning, trimming their 
button-holes with their favourite light or dark blue, and cheering on the 
brave winning lads with all their lungs and might, One great boat-race 
sends a thrill, by the post, through the whole heart oi England, and 
every one conscious of any connection with the ancient homes ef row- 
ing, thinks proudly of the gallant spectacle degeribed: 


PRECEDING UNIVERSITY MATOHES, 

As we havo already mentioned, this was the twenty-first annual con- 
test between the two Universities, and the excitement was even more 
intense than in previous seasons ; Oxford having won ten races, and 
their opponents a like number. ‘The Oxonians have been the successful 
ones during the past few years, 66 in 1861-62-63, victory was on their 
side; and the contest of Saturday last showed that they were not want- 
ing in that pluek which has always accompanied this great event. 
Before proceeding to the present trial of skill, let us take a retrospective 
view of the eight-oared races that ‘have been.” It is a well-known fact 
that rowing was a pastime practised at Oxford long before it was 
thought of at the sister university. In time, however, the Cantabs 
began to look about them; and no sooner had boats been launched 
upon the Cam than a certain amount of interest showed itself there in 
the art of rowing, which was soon cultivated. About the years 1828-29 
thero were various discussions as to the respective merits of the gen- 
tlemen at the two Universities, and, accordingly, the first Oxford and 
Cambridge eight-oared match took place at Henley, Juno 10th, 1829, 
when Oxford won with the greatest ease, in 14 min. 80 sec., over a 
course extending from a cottage above Hambledon Lock to Henley- 
bridge, about two-and-a-half miles. This signal defeat of the Cantabs 
seems to have taken effect, for a repetition of this contest did not occur 
till 1836 when the fortune of the day turned and fell to the “ Light 
Blue.” The metropolitan course was thon from Westminster to 
Putney, and over this the race, which was very good, was rowed, 
Oxford being beaten by a minute. In the years 1839-40-41, the 
Cantabs again proved victorious, but in 1842, over the same course, 
the heroes of the *‘ Dark Blue” carried off the palm. In 1845-6-9 the 
Cantabs were “in” first for three years, and the patrons of Oxford began 
to look more than usually “blue,” as the representatives of the 
University had won two events to their opponents seven. ‘The iron 
outrigger now began to be used, and the courage of the Oxonians 
seemed to revive at this time, for in 1849-52 they were victorious, and 
1856 brought with it two good crews, and a desperate strife for genet 
Cambridge, after a most glorious exhibition of coolness and pluck. 
passing the winning-post half a length in advance of the others, The 
races Of 1857-8 are only worthy of a passing glance, Oxford winning 
the former and Cambridge the latter event, In 1859 a gad disaster 
took place, as the Onta brides boat filled and sank. The river was a 

erfect sea, and the wind blew a gale at the time of the accident, the 

xford boat being three lengths ahead when their opponents went 
down. In 1860 Cambridge won by a length, and for the last three 
years, up to the ae time, fortune has favoured the Oxonians. It 
will be seen by the above brief account that, after the defeat of the 
Cantabs, in 1863, the representatives of the sister universities had 
scored ten each, and the amount of interest created in the present 
struggle was therefore intense. 

THE PRESENT MATCH, AND TRAINING OF THE 
CREWS, 

At each University the direction of affairs fell into the hands of 
generals new to the work, and both appear to have manfnlly discharged 
their arduous duties. At Cambridge Mr. Hawkshaw, of Trinity 
College, was installed President of tho Boat Club, whilst at Oxford Mr. 
Carr of Wadham, although not intending to row himself, was appointed 
to succeed Mr, Hoare, the memorable stroke oar in their last three 
victories. The October ‘Term was passed when other aquatic business 
permitted in the selection and trial of likely oarsmen at both places. 
"he usual cight-oared races instituted for the purpose took place, and 
soon after the commencement of the Term jugt ended the laborious 
journies to Abingdon Lasher and the Feng were begun, and perhaps 
they were never rowed under more trying circumstances of alternate 
frost and gales, Few consider the amount of privation and. hardship 
which those two fine crews of hardy, healthy young men have 
done battle with for the previous five or six weeks when they see them 
come out in all the grandeur of fino training and long practice on the 
morning of the race, and probably their hardships are forgotten, even 
by themselves, in the ardour and excitement which flush them for 
the coming struggle. Almost weekly have we given the changes 
which took place in the crews during practice on their own waters, 
and therefore it will not be necessary to repeat them here. Oxford 
came to Putney on Thursday, March 10, and took wp their quarters at 
their old house, the White Lion; and Cambridge arrived on Saturday, 
resorting, a8 usual, to the Star and Garter, and at both houses every 
comfort was provided. On Friday and Saturday, March 11 and 12, a 
great number of spectators were attracted to get the earliest glimpse of 
Oxford, but when both appeared for the first time on Monday those 
numbers were vastly increased, and on Wednesday there must have 
been nearly a thousand assembled on tho towing-path. We do not re~ 
member ever seving so many past aud present University oarsmen con- 
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gregated to watch the practice. When we first saw the crews, aa 
pression was that Oxford was the best in form we had seen for baat 
years; sitting well upto their work, and having a command of their 
with a splendid reach forward, they obtained all the advantage of sakes:

' ‘Tue first of these matches, which have now become tho annual 
accompaniment of the University Boat Race, took place on Friday 
evening, in last week, at the Volunteer Billiard Rooms, in 
Leicester-square, At eight o'clock lay began, Messrs, Payne and 
Horne representing Cambridge, ie Messrs. Starkey and Hobbs 
playing for Oxford, The game was 500 up, Cambridge playing firs; 

Payne 
followed suit, and then Starkey made a pretty break of 14, including 
some neat cannons, They alternately scored a few till the game 
was called 12 29, when 2 to 1 was laid on Oxford. They all played 
badly, but the Cambridge side got a little the best of it, Mr. Horne 
commencing some beautiful cannons, which he continued to play 
throughout the evening, When the gamo was 29 to 39, and (as 
Cambridge commenced) we will give their score first through- 
out. Mr. Starkey increased the advantage to 45, when Mr. 
Horne got the first decent break, numbering 17, Hobbs 
then added a fow, and, after the other players had had 
another turn, Payne carried the game up to 58 all, A miss having 
been given, Horne made the Cambridge score 10 ahead, a fluke 
assisting him, and again made somo beautiful cannons when it came 
to his turn, increasing the majority for the Light Blue, the numbors 
being 98 to 81.

Each 
adding somewhat, they continued to score, the Cambridge repre- 
sentatives steadily increasing their advantage until the game was 
called 210 164 (5 to 4 on Cambridge, taken). Starkey, from whom 
great things had been expected, played beautifully for 25, but 
Horne, determined to be with him, neatly added 17 to the Cambridge 
lot. Without any notable additions in number, but realised by 
the beautiful cannons made by Horne, the brilliant hazards made 
by Starkey, the rapid scoring of Payne, and the judgment and care- 
ful play shown by Hobbs, the game proceeded. until 253 223 was 
announced, the Oxford having slightly diminished their opponents’ 
lead, Careful play was the order of their going, and it resulted to 
the benefit of Cambridge, who again crept on and on until thoy 
made their majority 40, when they passed the third hundred, which 
Mr, Payne did in a pretty break of a dozen, the score then being 
307 267. Again Horne went on, and added 10, and go did his 
antagonists, and when they added 7 he added 12 more, so that the 
figures became 829 to 279, This majority of 50 raised tho hopes 
of the Light Blue, and Payne’s addition of some more rattling 
hazards put them inte a majority of 60. With very little variation 
the game continued, Mr, Starkey playing unluckily, and Mr. Hobbs, 
although making some good strokes, failing to continue an opening 
successfully when he had one, Mr, Payne having contributed 24, 
the marker called 865 290, and 2 to 1 was offered, but 3 to 1 
wanted, As the game proceeded, the Oxford men fell still further 
astorn until Mr, Starkey seemed to recover his form and reduced 
the majority to 60. At this period both sides played rather 
fast, Mr, Payne and Mr, Starkey especially, and when the 
firat-named gentleman passed the four-hundredth point 70 ahead, 
he was loudly cheered, and 3 to 1 was offered on Cambridge, From 
that point up to 422 365 nothing of especial notlee occurred ; 
but the Oxford players recovered themselves, and when the marker 
announced 427 877 Starkey had the eno, and4 to 1, which was 
offered on Cambridge, was taken. From then to the end of the 
game the match was intensely exciting. Gradually but surely the 
Oxford players recovered their lost ground, Mr. Hobbs especially 

laying with great care, while Mr. Horne, on the part of Cam- 
bao, it must be said, fell off somewhat. At 475 426 tho interest 
was very great, and Mr. Starkey played with a brilliancy that re- 
vived the hopes of his party, and at 485 449 he had a chance at the 
red which it required a Roborts to. make uso of, and his letting his 
opponents in (in a different sense to what the champion would have 
done) was not surprising. Each player missed many easy strokes, 
and the merriment that arose from flukes being designated as fino 
play, and similar exhibitions of university wit—always, be it 
observed, atthe presumod expense of an antagonist—was exceedingly 
amusing. 

The players themselves were very anxious, Oxford to win a game 
if posible ‘gut of tho fire,” and Cambridge to score the first of the 
three events of the week.

of performance, the red was left over the middle pocket, and ‘ayne 
made a brilliant hazard, and doing ditto in the top pocket, game 
was called, the score standing at the finish ;— ;

delighted at their victory, and it is no disparagement to Mr. Payne's

The last break but one brought Mr. Starkey’s seore to 
486, Mr. Payne then made a clipping red hazard, but missed a 
cannon up and down the table. Mr, Starkey then made 5, then 
three white hazards and cannon, bringing him to 499. He now missed 
a cannon, but his opponent's white ball rolled over the bottom pocket, 
into which he quickly poked it, and the game was over, Oxford win- 
ning by 27 points. As amateurs, both players certainly distinguished 
themselves, and their nerve and judgment at critical points of the 
game would have afforded a wholesome lesson to many professionals 
of this scientific and skilful amusement. We may just mention that 

th the representatives of the Universities have played on previous 
occasions in a similar match, although not against one another, but 
they encountered each other in the double match in 1862, They are 
certainly the two best players the Universities have hitherto been 
represented by.
